British To Fight 
Submarine Foes | 
with Motor Boats| 


Fleet of Armed and 
Speedy “Wasps” to 
Comb Sea for Enemy. 


WILL GUARD SHIPS

Washington, D. C., Aug. 2.—{Special. }— 
Great Britain's answer to the German 
submarine is almost ready, At least, itis 
one answer, and it is expected to be an 
effective one. 

The so-called war zone about the Brit- 
ish Isles is to be constantly patrolled by 
an enormous fleet of extféemely speedy 
motor boats, each of which will mount one 
of tWo quick firing guns. * 
Within a few months it is expected 
there will be several thousand of these 
sea Wasps in commission. Orders have 
been already placed in the United States 
tot 600 of them aad the work of congtruc- 
tion is far advanced. . 


Speed of. 30 to 60 Miles. 
The submarine hunters will be from 


sixty to eighty feet in length over all. 


They will be driven by gas engines which 
will send them through the water at from 
thirty to sixty miles an hour. 

Their small size will make them a poor 
mark for torpedo attack, even if it were 
worth While to launch @ missile which 


a boat which—compared with other war 
crafte—is. mot expensive to build. Their 
great apeed and ease of handling also will 
ald to make them almost invulnerable to 
attack by gun fire. 

It is planned to guard the sea lanes 
With swiftly moving patrols of these 
armed motor boats. A number of them 
will be sent out to meet and convoy in- 
coming munition ships and merchant 
men. 

They will be fitted with searchlichts. 
and once a screen of them has beep 
formed about a liner it is not thought that 
any submarine will be safe in poking its | 
periscope above the surface of the water 
within gun shot distance. 

„Divers“ Must Come to Top. 

Submarines are driven by oil or gaso- 
lite engines, or by steam when running 
on the surface of the water. When sub- 
merged they get their power from electric 
étorage batteries, which have, of course, 
only a limited driving power before they. 
are exhausted. 

When a submarine has traveled for a 
eertain distance under water and used 
up all the power in its batteries it must. 
perforce, rise to the sufface and, generat- } 
ing eleetrie current by running ite en- 
gines, charge the cells again, To com- 
pletely recharge the batteries of a sub- 
marine requifes that it He on the surface 


of course, an enemy submarine will do 


it ie thought that a large fleet of ewift 
armed motorboate constantly patrolling 
the waters about the Britizh Isles will 
make the recharging of German sub- 
marine batteries an exoeedingly danger- 
dus if not impossible task. 

After the war is over it is thought that 
possibly the eubmarine destroyers may 
be found useful. Properly overhauled 
and fitted up it is suggested mat they 
might take the place of the trawlers, of 
which so many have been sunk by the 
Germans. They will be large enough and 
sufficiently séa-worthy to serve a2 fish- 
ing beate in the North sea.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 2.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The United States has decided to 
ask the codperation of South and Central 
American in the next step to restre peace 
to Mexico, The ambassadors from Ar- 
gentina, Brazil, and Chile and the min- 
isters from Bolivia, Uruguay, and Guate- 
mala have been asked to confer with Beo- 
retary Lansing on Thursday. ag 
This announcement was made at the 
state department tonight: 

“On Thursday afternoon there will be 
an informal conference at the state de- 
partment to consider the Mexican situa- 
tion. Those taking part in the confer- 
ence will be the ambassadors from Bra- 
all, Argebtina, and Chile and the three 


publics—namely: those of Bolivia, Uru- 
guay, and Guatemala. Ae to the details 
whieh will be considered, nothing can be 
said at the present time, as the confer- 
ence will be entirely confidential.“ 

When the call for the conference 
was made public a fumor was spread 
here that President Wilson is prepar- 


ing to recognize Carranza as presi- 


dent, but this cannot be confirmed in 
any official source, 

FIRST MOVE IN U. 8. PLANS. 
For some time state department of- 
cials have been authorizing the state- 
ment that some action would be taken 
by the administration with reference 
to the situation in Mexico. The call 
ing in of the six Latin-American en- 
voys as representatives of the entire 


‘group is regarded here as the first 


move toward putting into effect such 
course of action as the president has 
decided on. 

While) it is not doubted that Presi- 
dent Wilsdn has made up his mind re- 
garding his next step in Mexico, the 
conference is expected to be in the na- 
ture of a consultation, ba ving for its 
object the enlistment of the codpera- 
tion of the other governments in the 
United States’ plan. 

It is understood that the president's 
plans will de laid before the diplomats 
as in tentative form for discussion by 
them rather than in the form of a def- 
inite announcement of this govern- 
ment’s intentions. 


GAVE MEXICO SIXTY DAYS. 
It was recalled tonight that Presi- 


dent Wilson, in his statement on the 
Mexican situation issued June 2, in- 
sisted that the Mexican factions should 
get together and sét up & government 
which the civilized world could deal 
with.

His “Dear Friend.” 

The letter, written on stationery of the 
Whitcomb hotel in St. Joseph, Mich., was 
dated July 10, 1015, and begins Dear 
Friend.“ In part it reads: 

“ After your conversation of yesterday 
I have been giving it a good deal of con- 
sideration. 

“ With friction In your department and 
a possibility of some one working against 
you, the company, and the public, the 
steaming of your steamer would be a 
vital point to work upon. And, owing 
to her construction—that is, with the in- 
duced draft if effected—would put you 
out of the running. 5 

It has occurred to me that it 
may have been tampered with and 
I would suggest that you give it 
a thorough examination. 


Engines Were “Rotten.” 

“The screwing down of a bearing or 
use of something to create friction, or 
possibly an obstruction placed in the 
fan, would cause trouble such as you 
have had. Go over it carefully, test it 
out, and I would not be at all surprised 
to hear that it had been maliciously tam- 
pered with, and if you do not get good 
efficiency from that sort of draft, it is 
Worse than none, because your natural 
draft is choked by the tubes in the 
breeches.

Give this matter careful considera- 
tion. Trusting you have made the change 
you spoke of yesterday, just turn over 
a new leaf. Get responsible men and 
you get some rest. Don’t try to be up 
night and day, for you cannot do it.

The gecond note of the series deals

THE SALE OF ARMS. 

The Austrian note, the text of which has been 
given publication at last, is a formal and authorita- 
tive protest against the sale of munitions of war by 
American manufacturers and merchants. It comes 
from Vienna rather than Berlin because Vienna is 
farther from Dosen and the Kruppa. 

Trade in war supplies, the United States is to un- 
derstand, has become unneutral because it has become 
extraordinarily large It is legal, but it is no longer 
friendly. An act of friendship would be to forbid it 
by an embargo, or to use the embargo as a means of 
relieving the central powers from the strangulation 
ot the British sea control. 

Thus Austria to some length, but the converse of 
all the arguments advanced remains just as im- 
pressive as before the protest was made. It is the 
right and duty of the United States, to itself and to 
other nations, to make and sell war material in what- 
ever quantities they may be ordered. 

We protect the right to sell in order to protect the 
right to buy. We have for choice the German or the 
British policies. The one is to assure a sufficiency 
of war supplies by developing in times of peace a 


Now it is 
fully equal to the demands which German and Aus- 
trian emergency make upon it. — 

The British policy is to rely upon control of the 
sea for goods as they are needed. This method 
showed its defects and the German has revealed no 
imperfections, The demand of the allies upon the 
was far in excess of supply.

If we adopted the German method of prepared- 
ness we should need the right to sell. No adequate 
establishment could be maintained by the purchases 
which our government would make for its small force 
in time of peace. 

If we adhere to the British method we shall need 
the right to buy. The question is essentially one re- 


tions cannot properly concern us. , 
We cannot be reproached for consulting our na- 
tional interests. We are sustained by the practice 
and usage of nations. We violate no conventions 
and do not run counter to any agreements. The sup- 
plying of the belligerents is proceeding now as the 
world has expected it to proceed. It cannot be said 
too often that to put an embargo upon military sup- 
plies would be to do a thing definitely or, if we ac- 
cept the German and Austrian contention, decisively 
in favor of the central powers. 

The Germans and Austrians destroy their own 
argument, apparently not seeing it. If an embargo 
upon war supplies would be decisive and bring the 
war to a close, the placing of it would be an act 
contributory to German success, and the government 
undertaking it would have given the entente powers 
the fatal blow. In the name of neutrality we cannot 
be asked to intervene and by our act bring the war 
to its decision. 
If Germany and Austria want assistance of this 
sort it were better asked for candidly and as assist- 
ance from allies, not from neutrals. We cannot 
change the condition which all the nations expected 
to exist and upon which some of the belligerents 
placed dependence and then regard the modification 
‘aé the work of a neutral power. It would be more 
properly described as the act of a participant. 

It is our duty to ourselves and it is just and 
equitable towards all other nations to continue to 
accept conditions as they were accepied before the 
central European powers, seeing the weakness of 
their enemies in the vital matter of supplies, degided 
to attack them in the market place as well as in the 
field. 


Austria makes the suggestion, pointedly enough, 
that we at least can use the embargo to obtain from 
the British a release of our legitimate commerce with 
the central powers and with neutrals. The American 
answer is that the course of this government in its 
dealings with other nations must be determined not 
by the suggestion or direction of another government, 
however friendly. American protests against illegal 
British acts will continue, but it is not within the 
power or province of another nation to direct them. 

From a pro-German point of view it may be im- 
possible to appreciate that the allies are, as they re- 
gard themselves, defending their homes. From a 
pro- British, pro-French, or pro-Russian viewpoint it 
may be impossible to understand that the Germans 
are fighting for ideals and an established order which 
they regard as superior to any in the world and 
which they think have been put in danger by a deter- 
mination to destroy them. 

In German opinion it is hideous to supply strength 
to the enemies of a superior civilization. In French 
and British opinion and in Russian it would be con- 
tributing to terrorism to aid the German cause. In 
this conflict of opinion it may be difficult for an 
American to find the certain abode of humanity, and 
the charge that the sale of war supplies supports 
murder rests more ensily upon the conscience because 
of the knowledge that the belligerents are fighting for 
what they hold highest. 

Intelligent opinion in America wants nothing that 
10 valuable in any of the warring peoples crushed, 
and it does not want any nation delivered helpless 
into the hands of its enemies. The best we can hope. 
for is a peace of understanding with the nations as 
little impaired as possible, and, to mention only one 
phase of it, it will be better for the world if France 
can present at the end an unterrified, unsubdued, un- 
daunted front than if she is conquered, crushed, and

King George’s appointment of the Duke 
of Marlborough to the office of lord lieu- 
tenant to the county of Oxford in suc- 
cession to the late Lord Jersey may be 
taken as an indication that the duke isin 
favor at court, instead of on the black 
books of his sovereign, as so frequently 
intimated in cable dispatches from Lon- 
don by the partisans of the duchess. 

Although, strictly speaking, the office 
of lord lieutenant is a ministerial one, in 
the sense that the nomination is made by 
the premier, the sovereign’s wishes and 
views outweigh every other consideration 
in the matter by reason of the fact that 
the lord lfeutenant is his personal repre- 
sentative in the county. 

In the present instance the appointment 
ie all the more remarkable in view of the 


fact that the premier is a Liberal, and | 


that the duke is a particularly aggressive 
and pronounced Conservative.

As chief representative of King George 
in the county, the duke will as such take 
precedence of everybody in the shire and 
would do 80, even if he were a com- 
moner, in lieu of holding the highest 
grude of the peerage.

NATIVE SONS WIN

Harry Rasmussen, Giant Pitch- 
er, Will Start East with 
Whales Tonight,

All three youngsters—Henry Rasmue- 
gen, pitcher, chosen to acoompany the 
Whales; Charles Pechous, third baseman, 
picked for the Cubs; and John L. McKit- 
trick, shortstop, named as a member of 
the White Sox crew—are native Chica- 
goans. These young boys, products of 
the local baseball diamonds, were chosen 
in the final tryout at the White Sox park 
Sunday morning to sccompany the three 
major league teams on their final east- 
ern trips. 

Rasmussen, drawn dy lot, will leave 
with the Whales tonight. He was born 
on the west side, a few monthe less than 
twenty-one years ago. He attended the 
grammar schools here, then moved with 
his parents to Galesburg, where he en- 
tered the high school and finished the 
pre-college course. 

Rasmussen a Young Giant. 
Before he knew much about baseball, 
Rasmussen substituted for an outfielder 
with the Galesburg Central association 
team in four games. Rasmussen was the 
largest player who entered the tryouts, 
weighing 190 pounds and measuring 6 feet 
5% inches skyward. He never played a 
game of ball until he was 16 years old. 
Strange as it may seem, he never saw & 
major league contest until Sunday after- 
noon, when Scout Charles W. Murphy of 
the Cubs took him to the west side park 
to see the defeat of Alexander and the 
Phillies. 

Following his return to Chicago last 
year, Harry entered the statistical de- 
partment of the Commonwealth Edison 
company. When he wae discovered as 
a pitcher he was given a better position 
in the drafting department. His most no- 
table achievement was with the Edisons 
in the Commercial league in 1914. Play- 
ing many mid-week games as well as 
league combats, Rasmussen participated 
in forty battles, losing only six. 

Fans 21 Batters in Game, 
This season Rasmussen joined the 
Fairviews when the Edisons failed to 
organize a team. His best performance 
was in a game again the Riverviews 
about a month ago, when he fanned 
twenty-one men and won, 12to0.

Resorcin sometimes undergoes a 
change of color that gives to light gray or white hair a dingy or yellowish 
cast. This may be obviated by the addition of ten grains of salicylic acid to 
an ounce of the solution. Apply this to the scalp every night just before you

NEW HAVEN ACCUSATIONS 
BY U. S. ARE MADE PUBLIC. 


Bill of Particulars Demanded by 
Indicted Directors Gives Specific 


2 


Charges. 


New York, Aug. 2—[fpecial.]—The di- 
rectors of the New Haven who were in- 
dicted Nov. 2 last for conspiracy to mo- 
nopolize the transportation facilities of 
Neu England tcday got the bill particu- 
lars they demanded from the government. 

Specific charges are made in the bill: 

That the directors were responsible for 
the tangle of proceedings that resulted 
in the elimination of the Metropolitan 
steamship company asa competitor of the 
New Haven's boat lines. 

That Edward D. Robbins, for many 
years counsel for the New Haven, trans- 
ferred to his wife certain shares of stock 
that formed a part of the proceeds of the 
Metropolitan transaction. 

That Robbins, on May 27, 1914, received 
and deposited checks for $205,000 in var- 
ious banks, the money being further 
part of the Metropolitan proceeds. 

That Robbins was a party to the re- 
movel to Canada of the assets, books, 
papers, and records of the Billard com- 
pany, through which the New Haven car- 
ried out its Boston and Maine deal. | 

That Lewis Cass Ledyard spent three 
years in trying to prevent the ascer- 
tainment of the facts concerning the ac- 
tivities and actions of the conspirators. 

That no member of the New Haven 
board in 1913 was allowed even to respond 
to a toast involving raliroad matters 
until what he had to say was submitted 
to the executive committee of the board.

A defense of alibis in the case of Detect- 
ives William Egan and Walter O’Brien, 


charged with accepting bribes for the pro- 
tection of the Ryan brothers, ciairyoy- 
ants, operating under the sanction of Bar- 
ney Bertsche, “ The Fixer,” was outlined 
by Attorney Charies E. Erbstein yester- 
day afternoon. 

Following cross examination of Frank 
Ryan in which the king of the clairvoy- 
antes admitted that he has an agreement 
with the state that he will not be prose- 
cuted in the cases in which he is under 
indictment, Attorney John E. Northup, 
representing O’Brien, asked Judge O’Con- 
nor to take the case from the jury. The 
motion was denied. The attorney then 
made a motion to have certain parts of 
the testimony stricken out. Judge O’Con- 
nor also denied this motion. 

Attorney Erbstein made the opening 
statement in behalf of Egan. He declared 
he will show that Egan did not know the 
clairvoyants up te the day of the Rialto 
shooting in which Bertsche, Egan, and 
others were wounded. that Egan never 
was in Bertsche's saloon in his life, and 
that he had spoken with Bertéche on only 
one occasion. 


Says Egan Was Unarmed. 

The attorney declared further that he 
will prove by Circuit Judge Pomeroy 
that Egan was unarmed on the occasion 
of the shooting, and that Inasmuch as he 
is right handed and was wounded in the 
right hand it would have been impossible 
tor him to have used a gun anyway. The 
attorney declared that on Jan. 4 1913, ther 
date Egan is charged with having raided 
the clairvoyant parlors and obtained a 


brated red book of “ suckers,” he was
